To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Castle, 
in the County of Rockingham, in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, 
in said New Castle, on Tuesday, the eleventh day of 
March next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To hear the reports of agents, officers, and 
others heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote in rela- 
tion thereto. 


2. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 


3. To hear the report of the Budget Committee and 
to pass any vote in relation thereto. 


4. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
to make appropriation for the same. 


5. Toseeif the town will authorize the selectmen 
to incur temporary loans in anticipation of taxes upon 
the credit of the town. 


6. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount 
on taxes paid within a limited time, and to fix the 
amount of such discount and the date or dates when the 
same shall be allowed. 
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7. To see if the town will vote to join and partic- 
ipate in the advertising and publicity activities of the 
New Hampshire Seacoast Regional Development Asso- 
ciation and to appropriate the sum of $64.00 therefor. 


8. To see if the town will vote to have its books 
and accounts audited by the Municipal Accounting Di- 
vision of the State Tax Commission, and to make 
appropriation therefor. 


9. To see if the town will vote to rescind its vote 
adopting the provisions of The Municipal Budget Act, 
and vote to abolish the Budget Committee. 


10. To see if the town will vote to continue the 
proposal of the State Highway Commissioner that Wild 
Rose Lane be laid out and improved under the provis- 
ions of Chapter 67 of the Laws of 1937 entitled Second- 
ary State Highway System, and to make appropriation 
therefor. 


11. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
use of the present Town Dump and establish a dump at 
some other place in accordance with the recommenda- 
tions of the State Board of Health. 


12. To see if the town will vote to establish a 
garbage collection system within the town, and to 
make appropriation therefor. 


13. To see what action the town will vote to take 
upon the claims presented by Mr. George H. Kimball 
and Mr. George H. Warren for damages done their re- 
spective properties and alleged by them to be done by 
“persons unlawfully, riotously and _  tumultuously 
assembled.” 


14. To see if the town will vote to establish a 
Municipal Court within its confines.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of New Castle: 


I have the honor to submit herewith, my eleventh 
report as superintendent of your schools. 

Constantly increasing attention is being given by 
school people to the safety of our buildings. New 
Castle is part of this movement in that a standard fire 
escape has been installed. It is placed at the rear of 
the building—the side farthest away from the stove. 
Although a fire escape is not required by law in a two- 
story building it seemed a worth-while precaution. 
Fire drills are held frequently with the older boys as- 
signed definite duties. Each pupil knows exactly what 
he is to do and no confusion takes place. 

In the school report of last year Richard Under- 
wood was recorded as an “Opportunity” pupil. This 
was incorrect. Richard was doing work of a high 
calibre in the Portsmouth High School in preparation 
for the examinations to enter the United States Naval 
Academy the following September. Thus he was tak- 
ing work of advanced difficulty to that of the average 
student and was classified as “Special” for that reason. 
We are glad to record here that he accomplished work 
of a very high standard. 

We are always interested in the work of our grad- 
uates when they attend higher schools. It is one check 
upon the effectiveness of our work. It is, therefore, a 
pleasure to report the following. 

The data on the first two marking periods of 
Portsmouth Junior High School for the current year 
have been received. In the first report our twenty- 
two pupils in this school earned 98 marks with an av- 
erage of 7973. But six of these were below the 70 
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mark. In the second report 111 marks were earned for 
an average of 7914% and but five below 70. I believe 
this is a record hard to equal. Credit must be given 
our two teachers who work tirelessly for the children 
under their charge. A first introduction to a happy, 
busy workshop with Miss Trefethen as teacher fol- 
lowed by a thorough training in scholarship under 
the direction of Miss Jackson. 

The report of Mrs. Sheehy, the school nurse, is in- 
cluded herewith. It summarizes her work as far as can 
be done in print. It does not record extra time and 
effort devoted to the health of the pupils. 

Mrs. Poore is teaching our children the love of 
music. Her enthusiasm is carried to the pupils and is 
reflected in smiling faces and keen enjoyment. Her 
services are well worth the small expense. 

The rapidly changing social, economic and politi- 
eal conditions of the world in its present upheaval 
must have their effects upon school practices and 
school objectives. While there are eternal truths 
which must always be taught the coming generations, 
it seems evident that a realignment of emphasis must 
come about in educational programs. 

The school of America has always taught democ- 
racy. It has taught democracy by its practice of 
equality for all—ability alone distinguishing one pu- 
pil’s place from that of his fellows. It has taught 
democracy by studying the stories of great heroes, 
by learning the great truths which controlled the lives 
of these heroes. It has, in the later school years, 
placed the Constitution and the great documents of 
the democracy as required study. These are but be- 
ginnings, however. 

It may be that the schools have tended to over- 
emphasize mental skill and disregard manual skill. It 
seems to be the trained hand that we are lacking at 
the present time. The schools must help to meet this 
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demand. While realizing that the wood working done 
in the New Castle school is indeed elementary, I be- 
lieve a more definite provision should be made for its 
continuance. 

New Castle school is a part of the community. By 
means of its rhythm band and its drills, its singing and 
speaking, it offers to the town its services for church 
and community activities. Very few schools are as 
closely linked with the town as is ours. It is one 
definite means of educating for future home citizen- 
ship in our own town. 

The New Castle school is a cooperative enterprise 
with pupils, teachers and parents working together. 
With mutual cooperation among these three the con- 
tinued success of a school is assured. 

To you as a board, I wish to express my thanks 
for continued guidance and help in the duties of my 
office.
